given  right  of  personal  liberty.” 
When  he, or  any  of  our  friends  the 
enemy,  get  lauked  up  on  liquor 
they  have  a great  deal  of  liberty; 
I have  seen  them  when  they  did 
not  have  the  liberty  of  walking 
straight,  could  not  put  their  foot 
in  the  styrup  to  mount  their  horse;
